Since the 30th of June 9.65 miles have been opened, 

making the total number miles October 1, 1889, 2,093.78 

A greater number of miles than have ever before been built in South 
Carolina in one year. This record shows the fallacy of the arguments 
used by many, viz., that the existence of a Railroad Commission with- 
in a State prevents the building of Railroads, and thus retards the 
prosperity of such a section of the country. 

Condition of Roads. 

The steady improvement in the physical condition of the roads in 
South Carolina, as alluded to in our last Report, has continued, and 
your attention is called to the following synopsis of general improve- 
ment, also to the report of inspection of each road published elsewhere. 

Steel Rails. 

There have been relaid with steel rails during the past year 127.44 
miles of track. To this add the new mileage laid with steel, 170.21 
miles, and there is shown the large total of 297.65 miles of steel rail 
laid during the past fiscal year. 

Ballast. 

The improvement in ballasting the roads with better material con- 
tinues, and during the past year many additional miles of track have 
Ueen put in good condition in this particulctr. 
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On most of the rgadsVerj: particular attention is paid to this por- 
tion of the^track*f awd-iiliprovement and renewing of same continues, 
aH indicated%in fermer Eeports. 
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--. *•%"' Bridges and Trestles. 

> * * 

There has been a marked improvement in bridges and trestles dur- 
ing the past year — no less than 1,969 feet of iron truss and girder 
bridges and iron viaducts having been built during that period, part 
of which replaced wooden structures. 

Equipment. 

The equipment in both passenger and freight departments continues 
to be improved, and the Commission notes with pleasure the intro- 
duction (particularly on the Richmond and Danville system) of a 
large number of freight cars equipped with air brakes and automatic 
couplers. 

Casualties. 

During the past year the casualties have increased — fifty-one hav- 
ing been killed and one hundred and eighty-three injured. Eight 
were killed from causes beyond their control, and forty-three by rea- 
son of their own carelessness or negligence. No passenger was killed 
from any fault on the part of a railroad. 

Circulars. 

The following has been issued by the Commission during the past 
year:

From October Ist to November 30th, 1889, the rates on Acidulated Rock, Tankage, Blood, Fishscrap, 
and Sulphur will be 75 per cent, of current Fertilizer rates on all Railroads in this State.

I cannot consent to the foregoing Circular, as, in my opinion, the selection of Acidulated Rock (one out 
of many products of Phosphate Rock), to be transported at a reduced rate, constitutes, in law, a discrimina. 
tion. Should the Circular be made to read : "All products of Phosphate Rock, Tankage,'' «fec. ; or, "all 
rommercial fertilizers," Ac. (and I do not see why we should not include Kainit and all other ingredi- 
ents entering into the manufacture of fertilizers), I will consent to same, although in my judgment the 
imiance of such is neither particularly in the interest of the Railroads, nor of very much benefit to the 
consumer.

Amendments to the Law. 

The Commission, under amendment to the Railroad Law of Decem- 
ber, 1888, viz., G. S., Section 1451a and 14516, re-arranged and amica- 
bly adjusted the local rates of freight within the limits of the State. 
This re-adjustment was somewhat delayed in consequence of a call: 
issued by the Interstate Railroad Commission, asking for a conference 
in Washington, D. C, of all the State Railroad Commissions, to be 
hold on March 5th, 1889, to ascertain what (if anything) could be done 
towards harmonizing the work of the various Commissions and the 
Interstate Commission, particularly in the following items: 

Unification of freight classification. 

Harmony in State legislation. 

TTniforraity in statistical reports. 
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Legislation for improved appliances for protection of life and pro- 
perty. 

Under the authority given the Commission in the General Railroad 
Law of South Carolina, they acquiesced in re-modelling the Annual 
Eeports, so as to enable the railroads in South Carolina to make the 
Same annual report to the State Railroad Commission as is made to 
the Interstate Commission, to begin with year ending June 30, 1890. 
The matter of unification of freight classification was postponed for 
another year, in order to procure further information on the subject. 
It was agreed that the various State Legislatures be urged, when 
making new railroad laws, to have them, as far as practicable, in har- 
mony with other States and the Interstate Law. It was further 
agreed, that the great need of a law requiring all railroads to use 
automatic couplers upon their freight cars be urged upon the States, 
and that the Legislatures of same be requested to call the attention 
of their Senators and Representatives in Congress to the urgent need 
of such a law, and ask that they use all their influence to endeavor 
to have some such law enacted. 

The Port Royal and Western Carolina Railway having failed to 
connect their track, by 1st March, 1889, at Spartanburg with that of 
the Richmond and Danville Railroad, under the Act passed by your 
honorable body during the last session, the matter was put into the 
hands of the Attorney General, who has argued the case before the 
Supreme Court, but no decision has been rendered yet. 

The Commission will again most earnestly request your honorable 
body to amend Sec. 1457, G. S., so as to provide a specific mode for 
enforcing by the Courts, through mandamus or otherwise, such sug- 
gestions as the Board may deem it its duty to make thereunder, in 
the event that the Courts, on hearing the case, shall sustain the sug- 
gestions of the Commission. The opinion of the Attorney General of 
South Carolina on this point was published last year, and a Bill was 
introduced with proper amendments, but for some reason a vote upon 
the same was never reached. The ease of discontinuance of agency- 
at Sharon, S. C, published elsewhere, and to which your attention is 
earnestly called, will no doubt convince your honorable body of the 
pressing necessity for amendment asked for. 

The Commission republishes this year the Appendix to Supple- 
mental Report, printed on page *214 of Tenth Annual Report, as it is 
believed that in consequence of its having been printed in an incon- 
spicuous place, it escaped the notice of many members of the General 
Assembly. It is of the greatest importance (to the public generally, 
as well as the railroads), and prompt action in regard to same is urged 
upon your honorable bodies. 
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To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives : 

In consequence of the recent decision of the Supreme Court of South 
Carolina (to be found on pages 211-214 of this Keport), the Kailroad 
Commissioners respectfully call the attention of your honorable bodies 
to the great hardship to railroads, which are wholly within this State, 
in carrying out the provisions of the law as it no^w stands in regard 
to freight traffic. 

The law provides in Section 1442, that "it shall be unlawful to 
charge, collect, or receive, for the transportation of any passenger or 
freight of any description, for any distance within this State, the same 
or a greater amount of toll or compensation than is at the same time 
charged, collected, or received for the transportation of any passenger 
of the same class, or like quantity of freight of the same class, over a 
greater distance of the same railroad." 

Railroads have been built to the interior of South Carolina, running 
to our State line through parts of other States. Under the decision 
of the Supreme Court, traffic over such lines from one point in South 
Carolina to another point in the same State, passing through part of 
another State, is inter-vState commerce, and as such the regulation of 
it is not within the jurisdiction of South Carolina or its llailroad Com- 
mission. 

It will be readily perceived that it is unjust to require railroads 
lying wholl}'^ within the State, reaching the same points as these inter- 
State roads, to make rates under our law which would practicall}' 
shut them out from such territory, as they are not allowed to charge 
^'the same or greater toll," &c., for a shorter than for a longer distance. 
The Commission respectfully submits, whether the difficulty may not 
be obviated by striking out the words, "the same or," wherever they 
occur before the word "greater" in Section 1442, General Statutes. 

The Commission, in view of the early meeting of your honorable 
bodies, have allowed rates to be maintained by roads lying wholly 
within the State which are not in strict conformity to the law, believ- 
ing that it is not the intention of the Legislature to impose such 
restrictions on those roads as would deprive them of a share of the 
business to points in South Carolina reached by them, as well as by 
roads passing partly through other States. 

It is further recommended that your honorable bodies pass an addi- 
tion to the Railroad Law of the State, requiring that notice of changes 
of passenger schedules or time tables be published at least three days 
before they go into effect. 

There seems to be a doubt on the part of some of the railroad cor- 
porations doing business in South Carolina, as to whether or not the 
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amendments to the General Eailroad Law, passed by your honorable 
bodies at their last session, and known as Sections 1451a and 14516, 
confer upon the Eailroad Commission power to control joint rates 
within the State over two or more roads, and to prescribe the propor- 
tion of such joint rates that each road should receive. The Commis- 
sion would respectfully ask your honorable bodies to more clearly 
define the provisions of these amendments during your session of 
1889. 

Complaints and Correspondence. 

The following letters and complaints, &c., are published for the 
information of all interested. 

Special Examination of the Port Royal and Augusta Ry., Mar. 18, 1889. 

In consequence of the many complaints published in the daily 
papers of the State in regard to what was stated to be the bad and 
dangerous condition of this road, the Commission made a careful ex- 
amination of the entire line. 

From the Savannah River to Allendale, the road is now laid in good 
steel rails, 56 to 63 J lbs., with the exception of about J mile near Ellen- 
ton and i mile near Allendale, and a few laminated rails were observed 
near Beech Island. From Allendale to f mile south of Almeda is laid 
in iron fishbar, and the road is not in good order — particularly at 
points near Brunson's and Hampton, there is some very bad track. 
At Almeda, and along the track south of same, about 3 miles of 63J lb. 
rail is distributed, and is being laid as fast as is practicable. From j 
mile south of Almeda to Early Branch, new steel 63J lb. rail of an ex- 
cellent pattern has been recently laid, and the track is in good order. 
From Early Branch to one mile south of Yemassee, with the excep- 
tion of i mile of 63 J lb. rail, is laid in 56 lb. steel rail, all of which is in 
excellent order. From one mile south of Yemassee to Coosaw is laid 
in old iron chair rail, in many places badly laminated ; it is, however, 
well timbered, and very securely spiked. From Coosaw to within 
one mile of Beaufort is good 56 lb. steel rail in good order. From one 
mile north of Beaufort to Port Royal is iron fishbar and chair rail, 
and the track is not in good order along this section. 

The trestles are, for the most part, in excellent condition, many oi 
them having been entirely rebuilt within past two yeai*s, in accord- 
ance with the excellent standard adopted by this system. Defects 
were noted at No. 36 E (Holly Creek ?), where the bents, with one 
exception, were in good order ; but the entire superstructure need? 
rebuilding. Upper Three Runs will require considerable repair.- 
durin<y the coming summer. 
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Bentley*8 has standard bents and chords, but will need in course of 
next six months new flooring and guard rails. Whale Branch, on 
northern end, will need some repairs to superstructure during the 
coming summer, but, on the whole, is in good order. Salt Water is 
only in fair order, and will need some repairs at no distant day. Ely's 
is in good order, except as to alignment, which needs some attention. 
It was noted that in some places the drainage was defective, particu- 
larly at points between Allendale and Almeda ; thorough ditching 
should be done along this portion of line, in order to secure and keep 
up a good road-bed. 

Several accidents to freight trains have occurred lately, and causes 
of same were investigated as far as practicable. It was found that 
the most serious were at a point near Beaufort, where ten cars were 
derailed, but none broken up ; and although the cause cannot be defi- 
nitely ascertained, it was in all probability due to a broken truck ; 
one near Ellenton, where two cars were broken up, and known to 
be caused by a truck breaking; and one on Whale Branch trestle 
(about the middle), caused by a car loaded with fertilizer breaking in 
half This last tested thoroughly the strength and security of this 
trestle (upon which no repairs whatever were necessary in conse- 
quence of the accident), and attention is called to the fact, that the 
excellent guard rail on same, which is securely spiked on each tie, 
was the means of saving nearly the entire train from being precipi- 
tated into the water. 

Work is apparently being pushed with considerable activity along 
this road ; three bridge gangs are steadily employed, and the section 
hands average more than a man to the mile. The protracted spell of 
rainy weather (unprecedented in the history of this road) has not 
only prevented steady continuance of work, but is the cause in some 
places of the bad condition of the road, which cannot be worked on 
without making matters worse, until the weather becomes settled. 

A large number of new ties are being distributed along the line, 
and will be placed in the track during the next few months. 

No accidents have occurred to the passenger trains, and no lives 
have been lost, and no one injured, in those occurring to the freight 
traffic. The schedules of passenger trains seem to be arranged with 
due regard to safety, running with great care over such portions of 
the road as are in bad order, and the authorities were found to be 
full}'^ alive to the necessity of pushing forward the betterment of the 
road as fast as practicable.

To the Railroad Commission of South CbroIifM, Ootumbia^ & C. 
Oehtlxmen : Seeing that your attention bai been called to the condition of the Port Royal and Augusta 
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Railway in Hampton County, I beg leave to give you, as briefly as possible, an explanation of the diffi- 
(tulties under which that road is laboring. 

As you are well aware, the road has but a light traffic, and is peculiarly expensive to maintain on 
aiccount of its numerous trestles crossing the Savannah River and its tributaries, and the salt water 
creeks and marshes lying between Port Ro3'al and the main laud. In the valley of the Savannah Uiver 
miles of embankment has been practically destroyed twice within the last eight months. The trestles 
crossing the salt water creeks and marrties require piles 50 and (k) feet in leugtli, and these piles demand 
frequent renewsils on account of the teredo. The terminal facilities at Port Royal also expose au enor- 
mous amount of piling to decay and the action of the worm. The stockholders of that rood have never 
received a duUar in their lives, and the income bondholders but a single coupon ten years ago. Every 
dollar of the earnings of the road has been faithfully applied to the betterment of its condition as fa«t as 
earned. 

Since I have been in charge of this rood, that is, within the past two years, I have provided for it over 
1,800 tons of steel rail, but there still remain in its track 36 m\les of iron rail which is in bad condition. 
1 have arniuged, however, to obtain for the road sufflciont credit to procure enough steel rail during the 
coming summer to take out nearly the whole of this iron, so that by next winter the roatl will practi- 
cally be entirely laid in steel. 

In common with all the other roads of this section, the track of the Port Royal road has become very 
rough during the last two months from the following causes: Within the itast three years a great num- 
ber of' 50,000 and 60,000 pound cars have come into use throughout tlie South, which, wlien loaded, are 
heavier upon a track even than the ordinary locomotives. A 00,000 pound car, loaded, will weigli about 
84,000, giving, say, 21,000 pounds on each axle. This is nearly as much as is carried by the driving 
axles of an ordinary mogul engine, and being upon a much smaller wheel, is more concentrated in its 
effect upon the track. Under these heavy loads a good track cannot be maintained with light rail in wet 
weather. The rain fall since January has been more than double that of either of the two preceding 
years, and under these conditions it has been impossible to maintain a smooth track. 

I can only say that we are doing the best possible under the circumstances; that steel rail is now on 
hand and is arriving as fast as it can be laid ; that ample ties are provided, and that as soon as dry weather 
sets in the truck will be brought up to a bettor condition than has ever before existed on that road. 
Meanwhile I am pleased to say that while there have been many dela3's and annoyances, there has been 
no accident, I believe, resulting in any personal injury to any one.

Gbntlemen: There have recently been in the public press a number of complaints that the Port Royal 
and Augusta Railroad was "bottled up" by the present management ; that "its earnings would bo greater 
and its ability to make improvements increased if it were given the full advantage of its opiwrtunitles.'* 

If these statements are true, injustice is being done to Port Royal and the citizens generally along its 
line. 

I do not know whether it comes within the scope of your official duties, but if you can consent 
officially to investigate this state of afiiairs and make a report upon it, I will esteem it a great favor to 
have you do so. The books and papers of the company shall be open to your inspection from the date of 
its existence, and the officers of the company will appear before y^ou to make statements under oath and 
to be cross-examined, and we would especially be glad to have the citizens along the line of the road 
present any individual instances, or even what may seem to them to be circumstantial evidence, of any 
desire, how*ever remote, to "bottle up" or suppress that road. 

I am satisfied that the widespread popular opinion which the public press has given voice to will be 
found to be based solely on the |)opnlar delusion that the conjunction of deep water and a railroad are all 
that is necessary to build up a city, taking no account of many other necessary factors, the need of some 
of which will appear in the history of this corporation and the efforts which have been made by dififerent 
maoagements from time to time to secure an export business through Port Royal. 

Certainly I will be willing to abide by the result of any intelligent and impartial investigation into 
; matter, and will promise beforehand that if there is found anything wluUever in the management of

this road to suppress its capabilities or prevent it receiving any business whatever that it could otherwise 
cornnianii, I will stand condemned, and the wrong shall be immediately remedied. Not only that, but 
if any way can be suggested in which the fostering care of this ruad and it8 influence in Kending busi- 
ness to the Port Koyal road which it would not otherwise get, can bo more efficiently exerted than it has 
been eteadily in tlie past, and is now, that also shall be done.

Orievance Ist. At Iea8t sixty days ago I purchased firom Mr. H. M. Fuller, at Sheldon Station, 6,700 
pounds cotton seed for immediate use. The seed was ready for shipment and the R. R. Company noti- 
fied. I did not receive them until 22nd inst.— all of a month too late to be used. 

2pd. On 22nd ult. I was promised a wood train at seven fifty (7.60) o'clock, R. R. time, and was ready 
with 40 hands and waited until two o'clock P. M., but the train did not come until next day. I rendered 
bill for time of hands. Payment refused. 

3rd. On 20th inst. I was promised a train for wood at 7.60 o'clock A. M., and waited with 35 hands 
until eleven o'clock A. M. The train, as before, did not come until next day. Will render bill for de- 
tention of hands as above. 

4th. Yesterday, 29th inst., I made arrangements with the agent here to ship a mule to Sayannah to- 
day, 30th inst., and wrote parties iu Savannah to that effect. The mule was at the station in ample time 
for the train this morning, but was not shipped. The agent said that the conductor had neglected to 
take it. Will try again next week. 

As to freight rates, I paid on the cotton seed already alluded to, from Sheldon Station to Island Tank, 
about 10 miles distance, $2.80 per ton. 

I paid on fertilizer from Hammond, Hull & Go.'s to Island Tank, about 9 miles, 92.10 per ton, while on 
the same class of goods fi-om the same place to Augusta, €ra., they charge but $1.60 per ton. 

The freight on a car load of com or hay from Beaufort to Island Tank, 6 miles, is more than one-half 
as much as the freight on the same car load from Nashville, Tenn., to Beaufort. 

These rates may be in accordance with the rates on other roads, but I consider them exorbitant 
charges, and altogether wrong. 

Satisfactoiy proof can be given for all of the above stated facts.

Complaint of W. H, McLtod. 

Dbab Sib : Grievance first. Sheldon, S. C, is not a regular station, only a flag station at which we 
have no side track. Cotton seed is usually shipped in bulk. At the shipper's request we agreed to allow 
our way freight to stop for this ft-eight, provided it was sacked, and labor be furnished to assist in load- 
ing same. Our way freight stopped for this freight four times and found no one to give assistance in 
loading, in consequence of which it was necessarily delayed. In connection with this, I will state that 
we received notice on March 12th, from Mr. Politzer, that he had betw<«n 50 and 60 tons of seed at 
Sheldon for New York ; this shipment was completed and last lot delivered at Port Boyal March 22nd. 
Here is an instance of where we moved about 50 tons in ten days. If we had had proper notice and as- 
sistance from McLeod, his seed would have been moved without delay. Rate on cotton seed from Shel- 
don to Island Tank was assessed as per S. C. Commissioners' Exception Sheet No. 1, which classifies cot- 
ton seed, L. C. L. class 6, which is 14 cents per 100 pounds. Had the shipment been made in car load 
quantities, the rate would have been 50 cents per ton. 

His reference to fertilizer rates from Port Royal to Island Tank, the rate in car load lots is $1.75 per 
ton, L. C. L., increase of 20 per cent, on regular rates. 

The regular rate from Port Royal to Augusta is 92.00 per ton, and not $1.60 as stated by Mr. McLeod. 

On February 22nd we promised McLeod a wood train (time not guaranteed). The usual custom is to run 
these trains out between 7 and 8 o'clock A. M. On the morning in question a freight train was running 
to Port Royal regardless of wood train, but was delayed, and at 12.05 P. M. wood train was released and 
proceeded to wood pile, reaching there not later than 1 P. M., in ample time to load, but found no hands 
there, in consequence of which train returned to Port Royal empty. I held crew and train at Port 
Royal until next morning when trip was made without delay. On March 20th he was promised another 
train ; but, as before, a superior train was delayed, not arriving at Port Royal until 11 o'clock A. M., at 
which time wood train left Port Royal, but came in contact with schedule of No. 75 at Beaufort, 
which was two hours late, again delaying them so they did not reach wood pile until about 2 P. M. 
Finding no men at loading point, train returned to Port Royal empty and made the trip successfully 
next morning. On both occasions train reached wood pile on the day it whs promised and In ample 
time to load ; in this instance we are the ii\{ured party, being deprived of the use of engine, crew, and 
cars (one day) and at a time we were badly crowded with freight. 

Grievance No. 4, with letter of McLeod attached, withdrawing charges. 

The facts are as follows : At 6 o'clock P. M., March 29th, Mr. McLeod called agent at Beaufort and 
stated that he wished to ship a mule to Savannah by the morning train. The agent notified him that 
he did not have a suitable car and could not get one in so short a time, in the mean time telling him 
to send mule down, and if there was an empty car on train, would send it off. Train came with a full 
train of loaded cars and the mule could not be shipped ; during the day a car was sent him suitable for 
stock and Mr. McLeod was notified. He sent mnle to depot Monday, 1st inst. Agent tried for o/m hofwr 
to get mule in car, but could not, and had to let the early train go. Agent then carried the mule to 
his own stable and had him fed and watered, and made another attempt to load mule, the second time 
being successful. Car and mnle sent forward 1.40 P. M., same day. 

I have tried to explain each case AiUy, and in conclusion will state that irregularities occur on all 
roads. 

This gentleman has been treated with courtesy and respect by oar agents, and cannot produce a single 
instance where we have shown any wilful neglect or discrimination.

Gentlemen : President Alexander, in his letter to the News and Courier, invites investigation in refer- 
ence to the charge that the Central Railroad has "bottled up" Port Royal. Does he mean to challen^^e 
investigation in regard to the general condition and management of the Port Royal Railroad? If he 
does, why does he not say so? I suppose the next thing we will hear will be that he has invited general 
investigation and proof of the charges in regard to bad order of the road and its general management, 
and those persons who have preferred charges, being totally unable to sustain them, have failed to come 
to the front. 

We will make our charges distinctly, and invite the Railroad Company or President Alexander to deny 
them. 

1. Section 1534, R. S. of S. C, reads as follows : "A railroad corporation whose road is crossed by a 
highway or other way on a level therewith, shall, at its own expense, so guard or protect its rails by 
plank, timber, or otherwise, as to secure a safe and easy passage across its road ; and if such highway or 
other way be within the corporate limits of any city, town, or village, then the proper municipal authori- 
ties thereof, if any subsequent alteration of the highway or other way, or any additional safeguards, are 
required at the crossing, may order the corporation to establish the same." 

Wo charge that the Port Royal Railroad runs through the town of Allendale one and one-half milea; 
that within the corporate limits of said town there is not a single crossing supported by the railroad. 

That the crossings, as they stand, are in improper places, and not in the streets, where they should be ; 
and this is done by the railroad authorities to avoid digging down a slight embankment and to save 
expense of maintaining crossings. We charge that the demand has been repeatedly made upon the Rail- 
road Company to keep in repair such crossings, and it is only on condition that the town authorities will 
furnish all material for bridges and crossings that it is done; and it has happened more than once that 
the Railroad Company have torn up the crossing by their cars running off tlie track in the town of Allen- 
dale, and refused to supply timber thej/ had destroyed and thrown away in tearing up a broken bridge, 
leaving a dirt grossing, dangerous to the travelling public. 

We charge. ^hat the track of the Port Royal Railroad has been for months in bad and dangerous con- 
dition, broken rails being frequently found in the town limits, and the cars of the road are frequently oft 
the track iti the town; and more than once the citizens of the town have aided in getting these cars back 
on the track with the aid of timbers and prizes, the company being without machinery or appliances, 
except mala manual force, to raise the car wheels upon the track. 

We charge that the arrangement of the platforms in our town is a standing nuisance and menace to 
human life, a trap to catch the unwary, on account of which many persons have come very near losing 
their lives by being crushed between the platform and the curs. 

We charge that the Railroad Company have no place to safely store cotton and guano, but such freight 
is piled out on the platform, at the owner's risk, and generally exposed to thieves and bad weather. 
The shed provided for that purpose is entiiely insufficient, and not even provided with doors or means to 
secure it. 

We charge that the second-class coaches running on said road are frequently unfit to be occupied on 
account of filth and stench almost insupportable. * * ♦ 

We charge that the Railroad Company are arbitrary and tyrannical, and disregard the comfort and 
convenience of the travelling public by obstructing the streets with their cars unnecessarily, and in some 
instances so that ladies have been unable to obtain access to the passenger trains. 

We charge that it has been by constant complaint to the Railroad Commissioners that we have been 
able to obtain the most ordinary and necessary conveniences for the travelling public — our railroad depot 
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having been totally unfit for tbe purpoae antil lately, when tiome repairs and alterations were made (entirely 
inadequate and insufficient), the Railroad Company expressing themselves as determined to do no more 
than they were obliged to do^ because they had been reported to the Railroad Commissioners ; their inten- 
tion having been (they say) to build a good depot, but for this report. 

We would be glad to hear what President Alexander has to say in answer to these charges, and we will 
then finish the list we have on hand for his edification.

Brock. 

Your letter of the 28th ultimo was referred to our TrafiBc Department for investigation and report of 
all the facts in the case, a response to which was only received within the last day or two, and goes to 
show that the Messrs. Brock have not been altogether reasonable in their demands upon our agent, as 
you will see from the copy of the letter of S. L. Burts, hereto attached. 

I have examined Section 1513 of the General Statutes of South Carolina, to which jou refer, and beg 
to say in reference thereto that the law does not prescribe what shall constitute a delivery, and I 
think the courts elsewhere have heretofore decided that the railroad company may make necessary and 
reasonable conditions with reference to the receiving of freight, nor do I find in the Section of the 
law referred to, anything which requires the railroad company to provide accommodations for, or to be 
prepared to receive all the cotton which may possibly be offered at any one time. If one party gets 
possession of the platform with his cotton and keeps it there for an undue time, for his own conveni- 
ence, it may have the efiect of excluding others. It does not appear from the informwtion before me that 
the provision made for the accommodation of freight at Honea Path was inadequate for the business o f 
that station, or that we have been negligent in failing to provide reasonable facilities ; nevertheless, I 
have referred the matter back to our Traffic Department to get further information as to our faciliticH 
and the management of our business at that point by the agent, and should we find that additional 
facilities are required there, or that our agent does not understand and properly perform his duties 
towards the public, we will endeavor to rectify the trouble, whatever it may be, for this company 
recognizes that it is to its interest, as well as its duty, to render proper service to the public.

Dear Sir : I cannot remember the date this train blocked road crossing, but think it was done by 
train No. 32. This is the first time that the crossing has been blocked since I have been here, to my 
knowledge. 

No one else have I heard complain of not being able to cross the track, and Mr. Barnwell was only 
delayed a few minutes, as I was speaking to him at the time. But I do not remember the day as it was 
some time back, and should he have asked to have passage cleared, it would undoubtedly been done. 
And the reason why it was blocked at all, as far as I can remember, was on account of the side track 
just holding the train, and should he have cut loose the crossing, the main line would have been blocked 
for No. 14, which train was not long coming. 

On arrival of train No. 31, in A. M. the road crossing is sometimes blocked for a few minutes while 
unloading freight on platform, and no doubt that is what causes the complaint, which disagreeableness 
never exceeds ten minutes. I will in future, in case of neglect of conductors to comply with having 
the crossing cleared, I will caution them of the importance of having road crossing at Adam*s Run 
cleared.

Kingville to Camden (with the exception of Wateree trestle), and suggested **that steps be taken at an 
early day to improve the track at the point mentioned, as in their judgment immediate repairs are very 
necessary to promote the security of the public/* And on the 6th of June, 1888, wrote you (see page 48 
of same report) as follows : "New rails were found on about eight miles of the Camden Branch, but the 
remainder of this line between Kingville and where the new rail stops (with the exception of the 
trestling and bridge) should have immediate attention as to rails." 

More than sixty days having elapsed since the notice of the improvements required were sent you, this 
case comes, in the opinion of the Commission, within the provisions of Section 1467, General Statutes. 

In addition the Commission notes that on the 9th inst. a dangerous derailment occurred near the 25 
mile post, caused, as is stated by the press, by a broken rail, two cars being overturned. No report of 
the accident has been received from 3 our company. 

The Commission will be pleased to hear from you in relation to this matter at your earliest conven- 
ience.

Dear Sib : In reply to your favor of the 10th inst., yon are informed that previous to March 20th, 1886, 
the rate on lumber from Curamings to Port Royal was b\^ cents per hundred pounds. On the date above 
named the Railway Company asked the consent of the Commission, which was granted, to a reduction of 
the rate to 4%. Subsequently, viz., on May the 2d, 1887, the Railway Company, of its own choice, 
reduced the rate to 3^ cents. 

Mr. Craig is at liberty to continue the old rates on lumber, and as they were, as stated above, of his 
own choice, it is reasonable to suppose that he would be willing to do so.

Mt Deab Goyeritok : Soon after my conference with you, concerning the notice that had been served 
upon the Superintendent of the C. C. & C. R. R., whereby it was required rhat said railroad should cease 
operations nntil it should be received by the Commission, according to the law in such cases, I 
wrote to Mr. George Potts, the contractor, and informed him of the ultimatum of the Commission — 
according to your directions. I directed Mr. Putts' attention to the provisions, respectively, of Sections 
1512, 1456, and 1539. I informed him that the first of said Sections provided that no railroad shall be 
opened for public use until the Railroad Commissioners shall certify that all laws relating to the con- 
straction thereof have been complied with, and that the road appears to be in safe condition for operation. 

I informed him that the second of said Sections made it the du^y of the Commission to apply for an in- 
junction to restrain any company, against which complaint should be made, from further continuing to 
violate the law, or the terms of its charter. 

And I further informed him that Section 1539 declared that ' 'each and every matter or thing in thie 
Act declared to be unlawful, is hereby prohibited \" and that said Section further provided, that any 
person or corporation violating the provisions thereof, shall forfeit and pay a penalty of one thousand 
dollars, to be lecovered by the State, by action in the Circuit Court, to be brought by the Attorney Gen- 
eral, upon the request of the Commission. 

In short, I advised him fully and fairly of the result of our conference. 

I thereupon expressed the opinion that the Commission had no desire to interfere with his operations ;

DxAR Sir : I have again to call your attention to an accident which occurred from the overloading of 
a flat car with lumber : A. & R. No. 11. The capacity marked on the side of this car is 24,000 lbs., and 
it was loaded with 39,200 lbs. of lumber. The car loaded by Moses and Harby at their mill on the G. R. 
R., and was consigned to Wilmington. A journal of this car broke at Ebenezer, Feb. 21st, train No. 
85. Fortunately, no serious damage resulted, as the train was stopped in time to prevent it. 

We have had several accidents resulting from the overloading of cars, and I trust that such steps will 
be taken as will prevent similar trouble in the future. We have no means of ascertaining the weight of 
the lumber on the cars at the shipping point, and it seems to me that some decided action should be taken 
to induce shippers not to overload cars.

If yon will 
kindly examine the schedule of our No. 53 train and its connections through the Pee Dee section, you 
will, I think, readily agree with us that it is impoeuible for the train to leave its terminals at a reasonable 
hour, properly handle the local travel, and reach Columbia at 10.40 A. M., in time to connect with the 
C. A 6. Road. 

A careful examination of this subject some time ago satisfied us that onr local travel could be properly 
accommodated by one train, and that the up-country travel was not large enough to justify our running a 
special train for it. To have run two trains under the circumstances would have resulted in a very seri- 
ous loss to our companies ; we, therefore, decided to run but one train and were anxious to accommodate 
both the local and up-country travel with it. As it was impossible for us to reach Columbia at 10.40, we 
requested the R. & D. Management to change the leaving time of their train to a later hour to enable us 
to make the connection. I regret very much to Inform you that the R. & D. Management notified us 
that they could not do so ; we were therefore obliged to inconvenience the up-country travel in order to 
give proper fiicilities to our local travel.

that the rate in the bill of lading was not authorized by the Richmond & Danville Railroad Company, or 
in accordance with the joint tariffs filed with the Interstate Commerce Commission ; and that the Rich> 
mond & Danville Railroad Company cjuld not respect the bill of lading referred to without violating the 
Interstate Commerce Law, as interpreted by the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

Mr. Martin is correct in saying that this is a departure from former actions. We have now many 
thonnands of dollars of cluims against initial roads for amounts paid by this Company to protect impro- 
perly guaranteed rates on their bills of lading, which we arc trying to collect ; but now that the protec- 
tion of such rates involves a violation of the Interstate Commerce Law, we can no longer pay these over- 
charges to protect the bill of lading rate, and the consignee must collect them from the initial road.

Special Examination of the Abbeville Branch of the Columbia and Greenville R. R. 

Friday, the 1st February, 1889, the Railroad Commission made a special examination of the Abbeville 
Branch of the Columbia and Greenville P. R., accompunied by Mr. G. R. Talcott, Division Superintendent. 

About one-third of the distance next Hodges is on a gray soil, with an admixture of sand, the remain- 
ing two-thirds is mostly over a tenacious clay soil. 
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Of the three recent accidents, which caused considerable uneasi ens in the mind of the travelliog pub- 
lic, one occurred near Ilodges, and was occasioned by a broken rail ; another was with a construction 
train, having a defective truck. The defect could not be detected, but had caused previous derailment; 
and the third was near Abbeville C. H. on a stiff, tenacious clay soil. The cause could not, certainly*, be 
detected. The road was much torn up. There were some defective cross-ties, but probably not enough 
to have caused the derailment. It was most likely caused, m the opinion of the Commission, by the badly 
worn rails. No serious damage was done on either occasion. 

The road-bed needs widening in many places where the bed has been washed from under the ends of the 
cross-ties, and thorough and immediate ditching should be done in places where the water has occasioned 
depressions in the track from the churning of the cross-ties. Many new crosi-ties are needed. 

The Commission recommends the Railroad Company to put on an adequate force to make these improve- 
ments at once. 

Many of the rails are short, and all are badly worn, and are doubtless largely the cause of the accidents. 
The Commission recommends that better mils be put on this road at the earliest practicable moment.

I built the houses with theiunderstanding 
that Mr. Frank Villepigue, of Cawdeu, a seed agent, would rent said house a^ long as he did busineflH at 
Hagood. This he did for two years at f^O per annum. Finding that by knocking up a house out of 
rough edge on the right of way of said Co. he could avoid paying this moderate rental, said Villepigue 
applied for a permit and got it, thus throwing my house on my huudsandis now continuing this banineM 
through W. M. Lenoir, the agent of the Co. at Hagjod. Either this ur Mr. Lsnoir is doing the bntfiness 
on his own account. Again, I have two large storehousea at Ilagood that I have been renting for five 
years. Mr. W. M. Lenoir, agent for theS. C. B'y. Co. at Ilagood, has been merchandizing at HafCtHx] for 
the past two years and up to Jan. last rented a storehouse from mc. After this date he kept a stock of 
groceries in R'y. depot and conducted a credit and retail business out of said depot. Thus Mr. Leuoir. 
the agent of the S. C. R'y. Co., is now conducting a lien or credit business by using the de{K)t at Hagood 
and buying and selling cotton seed on the right of way of said R. R. Now, 1 submit to you aud your 
Hon. Commission that the said corporation is doing me violent it^usticeand working me positive low and 
injury by using the right of way for purposes other than those for which grant was made aud given to 
said road. Further I complain of freight discriminations by said R. R. iu favor of Camden, amounting 
to 35 cts. per bale on cotton and a corresponding rate on all other goods, claiming that Camden is a com- 
petitive point, boats running as they claim on the Wateree river. As a umtter of fact, no boat lias been 
on the river for twelve years and no freight transported in any other way. Camden is a fourteen-mile 
shorter haul, and I submit this works gross injustice to Hagood, running off trade and carrying cotton 
to other markets.

Dear Sir : I beg to acknowledge receipt of your favor of the 23rd in regard to our connection with 
the up country at Columbia, from our train leaving Charleston at 7 A. M. 

Your information is largely correct. For the past sixty days our connection has been very irregular, 
and we have concluded on next Monday morning to make a change which will permanently break this 
connection. Oar train will leave Charleston at about the present time and reach Colnmbiaat about 11.60. 

This action is taken after long and careful consideration, and our reasons are as follows : for the past 
three years we have put into effect on the Wilmington, Columbia, & Augusta and North Eastern Rail' 
roads, passenger train service far ahead of that which was warranted by the business. We have hoped 
that the travel would grow up to the facilities, but in tliis we have been greatly disappointed. On the 
W., C. & A. during the last fiscal year, the receipts of our passenger trains, from itassengers, mail, and 
express, and from all other revenue, aggregating 84- c. per train mile, and the expenses were 94 c. On 
the North Eastern ttis was still worse, where the receipts were 89 c. and the cost $1.10. Yon will readily 
understand that it behooves us to make such curtailment as will be least objectionable. 

We have had such continued complaints from our local ])atrons along our line between Charleston and 
Columbia that by degrees we have been forced to stop our fast train at so many places that it became 
impossible to make the schedule time with any amount of regularity. There is not enough of business 
north of Columbia to sustain two competitive railroads for running a special train for this senric*) between 
Charleston and Columbia, particularly at the rate of speed required to make present connection. We 
have therefore concluded that we would give our local business a better service, and, for the present, 
abandon the connection with the up country.

As the freight, "if a through rate were made from Winnsboro to New York via Charleston * * * 
would necessarily be the same as via West Point," the Commission cannot understand why such rates 
could not be made for the accommodation of the public. 

It further seems to the Commission that you should make such rates, more especially as you ninke 
them to New York via Charleston from points on the Columbia and Oreenville Division — a part of the 
Richmond and Danville corporation. (See section 1443, General Statutes.) 

Such rates your Company gives from stations on the Columbia and Greenville Division, and it is unjust 
discrimination not to give them from stations on the C. C. & A. R. R. 

The Commission does not learn from Mr. Williams' letter to Mr. Card well, or otherwise, that he, Wil- 
liams, expects "any concession, allowance, or rebate,'' by sending his freights through Charleston.

Dear Sir : Your favor of the 7th instant was received on my return here yesterday after nearly a 
week's absence. 

I am not advised of any law which requires transportation companies to make arrangements or part- 
nerships with other transportation companies, for the purpose of giving the public the selection of all 
possible through lines to reach the same point; on the contrary, I think it has always been held that 
such arrangements were in the nature of a paitnerHhip, in which each member became responsible for 
the concern, and that, as is usual in such cases, persons corporate, as well as private persons, have a right 
to select the partners for whom they are to become, in a measure at least, responsible. 

It did not occur to me, nor do I sec now, that Section 1514 of the South Carolina law, to which you 
refer, was intended, or could be construed to require, any transportation company in South Carolina to 
give a through bill of lading beyond the terminus of its own line. It merely requires the Richmond and 
Danville to promptly forward merchandise consigned or directed to be sent over another road, connecting 
with its road, according to the directions contained thereon or accompanying tht) same. These require- 
ments pertain wholly to the direction of the freight, not to the giving of a bill of lading therefor. If 
Mr. Williams had insisted on the Richmond and Danville Railroad Company receiving his freight con- 
signed to the South Carolina Railway, or to the W., C. & A. R. R. at Columbia, his instructions would 
have been obeyed, and a receipt would have been given him in accordance with Section 1513 of the South 
Carolina law; but I cannot see what right he has to demand that we shall make for bis convenience 
arrangements with all connecting lines, whether solvent or insolvent, for all parts of our line. 

It is true that we do give through bills of lading from points on the Columbia and Greenville division 
of our road, an arrangement which was made duiing my former connection with this company, not that 
we then considered ourselves obligated to do it, but because this company desired to treat with liberality 
the South Carolina Railway, and not to divert from it all the business which it had previously controlled 
from the Columbia and Greenville Railroad. In view of recent developments it may be doubted whether 
the continuance of such an arrangement will be considered altogether consistent with sound business 
principles. 

I have endeavored to discuss this question with your honorable body on its merits alone, not on the 
basis of our legal rights; but since you charge us with violation of the law to i-egulate commerce between 
the States, by making ui^ust discrimination between stations on the Columbia and Greenville Division 
and stations on the Charlotte, Columbia and Augusta Railroad, we would prefer that you flic your com- 
plaint before Judge Cooley, and his associates of the Interstate Commerce Commission, in accoi'dance with 
the provisions of Section 13 of the law to regulate commerce between the States, so that we may make 
our defence before a court of competent jurisdiction. We make this suggestion with all due deference 
to your honorable body, feeling sure that you will recognize this question of rates on interstate traffic as 
one in reference to which we could not receive instructions from you without disrespect to the national 
Commission, to whom alone Congress has given jurisdiction over all matters pertaining to property shipped 
**from one State or Territory of the United States, or the District of Columbia, to any other State or 
Territory of the United States or the District of Columbia."

(■oui*se, bill of lading) from points on the Culnmbia and Greenville U. R., u part of your system, and not 
also on the Charlotte, Columbia and Augusta R. R. (another part), wan unjust discrimination, bnt did 
not claim the power of enforcing that opinion, and they do not nee anything in the views you pre- 
sent to satisfy them that it is not unjust discrimination. 

The Commission often communicates with the railroad companies on matters of Inter-State Commerce 
with the hope of being able to adjust matters for citizens who present complaints, without the delay or 
publicity incident to filing each of their complaints before the Inter-State Commission. 

The Coinniissi in agrees with you and think your suggestion a good one, and they have to-day had a 
copy of the ])apors made, together with their views in the matter, and forwarded the same to the Inter- 
State Commission.

Dear Sir : A complaint made by you against the Richmond and Danville Railroad Co. has been for- 
warded to this Commission by the Railroad Commissioners of South Carolina. 

As we understand the facts, you terdered to that Company a consignment of cotton at Winnsboro, 8. C, 
and directed that it be forwarded to New York by way of Columbia and Charleston on through bill of 
lading, and at the same rate made by the more direct route. The agent offered to forward to Charleston 
on local rates, bnt not otherwise, assigning as a reason that the Company had no arrangements for 
through rates by way of Charleston to New Y(»rk except from jioints »)n the Columbia and Greenville 
Division. You complain that the refusal constitutes unjust discrimination. 

If the railroad company is legally bound to make through rates with steamship lines, your complaint 
maybe well founded. The Commission has always understo<»d, however, that the law did not compel 
this, but that the whole matter of whether such arrangements should be made by water lines was discre- 
tionary. If so, we do not see how the refusal of through bill could be unjust discrimination in any legal 
sense. The Commission can certainly have no power to compel the making of through arrangements 
unless the law requires it. 

It is further to be considered that if a shippe)' at Winnsboro can lawfully require what you asked for, 
another still farther north, say at Richmond, would seem to have the same right. Bnt if the steamship 
line should claim the same divisioa on a through bill, irrespective of the point from which the cotton 
caiue — as it might well do— the result would be that the iailr<»ad company must carry to Charleston from 
Winnsboro, and from points still farther north, at the same aggregate sum as it gets from the much 
nearer points on the Columbia and Greenville Division. But to require this would hardly seem to be Just. 

If you have conferred with counsel on the subject, perhaps you would like to have your counsel lay his 
views before us. If so, we should very much like to have him do so.

Sir : Yours of the 2d in regard to my complaint against the R. k D. R. R. Co. just receiyed. Their 
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claim that the law does not reqmre them t<* make rates with steamship lines may be correct, but the fac^, 
that they do it for shippers at other points on their system seems to be ui^iist discrimination. Greenville, 
8. C, is much farther nrn-ih than Winnsboro, and, of course, farther from Columbia and Charleston ; and 
to give shippers from a point so much farther the option of ronte is most certainly discrimination. That 
they do this I know, as I have myself made shipments from there via Columbia and Charleston. This they 
do presumably because there is a competing line, and had they refused, I could have shipped via Augusta 
and Charlfiston, which would have done just as well. At Winnsboro there being no competing line^ the 
shipper is at their mercy. This will soon be the case at Greenville, as they have purchased the competing 
line. Thus, you see, whenever they have full contml they pay no attention to the wishes, interest, or 
convenience of the shipper, and a shipper at some neighboring town gets an advantage by being able to 
select one or two of three routes. He may get his goods thmugh in half the time, and derive a great 
many other benefits. The fact that they admit giving through bills of lading from points on the Colum- 
bia and Greenville division, much farther north than Winnsbo'O— there are several stations this side of 
Greenville which are farther — is a strung argument against them. It seems to mo that it gives an advant- 
age to parties shipping from that section over those on the (,'harlotte, Columbia and Augusta division. All 
cotton shipped from this section to New York goes partly by water. The lot of cotton in (juestion went, 
I think, via West Point, thence by water to New York. Frequently a shipper fiuds that such quantities 
of cotton are being shipped by West Point or by Norfolk as to cause very serious dehiy, and his cotton is 
piled up at one of those points for days, and sometimes weeks, when it should be in New York. He natu- 
rally wishes to change routes, and if there is a competing line, he will; but if all routes are under the con- 
trol of a combination whose interest it is to ship only one way, he is helpless. In the very case in ques- 
tion the failure of the agent at Winnsboro to comply with my request, delayed the shipment some forty- 
eight hours, causing the cotton to reach New York several days later than otherwise. I have not con- 
sulted counsel, as you suggest, but simply lay before you a plain, business, common sense statement of 
the case, and if the law furnishes no relief, surely there is a flaw in it. Steamship lines constitute a part 
of the transportation system of the country, and if the law does not compel through rates to be madti 
when part of a route is by water, a great ipjury may be done, and proper competition be prevented.

Dear Sir : Replying to yours of the 6th inst., I have only to repeat what I said in my former letter, 
that the Commission has not been given any power by law to require railroad companies to make ar- 
rangements for through lines and through rates with carriers by water. The only question that could 
therefore arise upon your application would be whether the Richmond and Danville in making through 
arrangements for one part of its system by way of Charleston and declining to make them for another 
part is guilty of ui\just discrimination. The reply of the Company to such a charge would be that the 
arrangement it makes for Winnsboro aftd other towns by way of West Point, while more for its own 
interest, is equally convenient and beneficial to the general public to that miide for the Columbia and 
Greenville division by way of Charleston. If the reply is well founded in point of fact, you could 
hardly contend that convenience as regards the location of your warehouse in New York would en title 
yuu to demand a through rate by Charleston for yourself. You have an undoubted right to select that 
ruute for shipment, but I do not understand that that has been denied you ; it is the through rate that 
is in dispute. 
As at present advised, therefore, I do not see that the Commission can aid you.

Sir: Yours of 15th lust, received. Permit me to emphasize the fact that Greenville, S. C, is over 
100 miles fuither from Columbia and Charleston than Winnsboro is. If to give this B. L. to ship- 
pers from there and points on that division, via Columbia and CharleHton, and refuse it to shippers 
on the Charlotte and Columbia division, is not ui\just discrimination of the most flagrant nature, I 
must humbly confess my ignorance of the meaniug of the tenn. The convenience of our warehouKcs 
in New York is a small consideration, and I called your attention in mine of Gtli to various consid- 
erations which would influence a shipper in selecting the route. It is not for the R. R. Co. to judge 
always what may be equally convenient and beneficial to the general public, as there is very frequently 
a radical difference of opinion between the public and transportation companies, and they have even 
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been known sometimes to say, "The pnblic be d— d/^ Only those who hftve been engaged in 
the cotton business can nndei-stand what a groat difference may occur from some slight matter in the 
handling, which to an outsider may appear very trivial. A few hours delay may mean several hundred 
dollars, and to allow privileges to one shipper which is denied to another, gives him a great advantage 
over a competitor, and .in a small State like South Carolina almost every cotton dealer is the competitor 
of all the others in the State. 

I Submit, therefuro, that every through B. L. given by the R. & D. combination, via Charleston, 
from points on the C. & G. division, while denying it from points on the C. ft C. division, no matter 
how near they may be to Columbia, was a violation of law.

Dear Sir : Yours of Feb'y 20th would have been answered before, but business took me to another 
part of the country before the time of its reception, and I have been very busy since. I have considered 
the matter very carefully and am obliged to repeat what I said before, that the Commission is without 
power to compel R. R. Cos. to make thro' rates with water carriers from any point on its lines. In the 
ease of the R. & D. Co., it does, as you say, make thro' rates for one Division by way of Charleston, but 
for its main line it makes them by w^ay of West Point. The arrangement by way of West Point, from 
point on the main line, is obviously more to its interest than one would be by way of Charleston, becanse 
the transportation is more over its own line, and it is presumptively as much for the interest of shippers. 
If it is so in fact, there can be no ui\juBt discrimination against the iMjints on that line, not making arrange- 
ments by way of Charleston. You say, however, that the service by way of West Point is not satisfac* 
tory, and that damaging delays occur. That would be proof of bad management, and might give you a 
right of action. But it would not be proof that there was unjust discrimination in not providing another 
route that might be equally mismanage<l. I regret we can not be of service to yon in the matter, but it 
is very clear, I think, that we have not the power to do what you desire.

Dear Sib : Replying to your favor of the 26th ult., in regard to complaint of S. Weil, Greenville, 
S. C, that we declined to return a 2,000-mile ticket either to himself or Mr. Slattery, from whom he 
purchased it. 

This case has been very thoroughly examined and considered. After obtaining all the facts in the 
case, it was submitted to our General Counsel for his opinion as to our rights and duties in the matter. I 
gi\e you below an extract from his opinion, by which I was guided : 

* '2,000-mile ticket No. 3430 was issued by the Richmond & Danville Railroad to John Slattery. The 
ticket was book-shape in form, and on the back of it was printed, among other things, '2,000 mile ticket 
issued for the exclusive use of John Slattery,' the name *John Slattery' being in ink, and signed by the 
person himself. Also in big black letters, 'Not transferable.' Further, that the contract on the inside 
of the book should be signed in ink by the person to whom it was issued. On the inside the contract is 
duly signed according to directions by John Slattery, in ink. 

**The contract begins as follows : 'In consideration of the reduced rate at which this ticket is sold, the 
following contract is hereby made and entered into between the party whose name is here nto signed and 
the Richmond & Danville Railroad (Piedmont Air-Line), through its ticket agent : 

^ '1st. This ticket shall be good only for passage of the person in whose favor issued, subject to the 
terms and restrictions herein set forth. If presented for passage by any but the rightful party, it shall 
be forfeited, surrendered to the conductor, and full fare paid ; or, if altered, it shall likewise be forfeited, 
surrendered to the conductor, and full regular fare paid.' 

"This ticket was presented to the conductor by Weil, who said he purchased it from Slattery, who sold 
it in violation of the express terms and conditions of the contract, to wit, that it was issued for his exclu- 
stve vae, that it was not transferable, and that it was to be forfeited if presented by any one else. 

*'Bnt in this case, Slattery, who entered into the contract, deliberately violated the same by selling the 
ticket to another person to be used, this person taking it with provisions in the contract, and notice 
in the shape of conditions, printed all over the ticket, outside and inside, that the ticket was issued ox- 
cluBively for the use of John Slattery, 

*'I am of opinion that the provision in the contract providing for the ticket being forfeited in the event 
of its being presented for transportation by any other party than the party to whom the ticket was

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issued, is a valid provision, and that any party who deals with the ticket deals with it subject to notice 
thereof, and is bound thereby. 

"It follows, therefore, that Weil stands in no better position with renpect to his right to demand this 
ticket than Slattery, and as against both of them, I am of the opinion that the railroad company has the 
right to retain it. " 

This opinion of our counsel appears to me so clearly in accord with law and justice both, that I cannot 
recognize any right on the part of either Mr. Weil or Mr. Slattery to demand this ticket.

Complaint of Merchants and Besidents of Sharon, S. C, in Begard to 

Discontinuance of Station at that Point 

After considerable correspondence, the 19th August, 1889, was 
fixed for a hearing in this case at Sharon. 

The testimony taken is too voluminous to publish, but is all on file 
in the office of the Commission. It appeared from same that there 
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had been a misunderstanding between the citizens of Sharon 
and the officials of the Charleston, Cincinnati and Chicago Eailroad 
Company, and after carefully considering all the evidence, the Com- 
mission, at a subsequent meeting, passed the following Resolution : 

Resolved, That the Commission recommend, under Section 1457, General Statutes, that the Charleston, 
Cincinnati and Chicago Comi)any do forthwith re-establish the station at Sharon, S. C, the depot for same 
to be placed not over six hundred yards from the centre of the eleven hundred feet along the line of the 
railroad track, deeded to them by John Raney for depot purposes, and that the said corporation be given 
the sixty days' notice under Section above quoted. 

Just before this Eeport was put in hands of printer the Commis- 
sion have received notice from Superintendent of C, C. & C. R. R., 
that the depot had been re-established at Sharon, S. C, and trains now 
stop there regularly. 



Petition of Travellers' Protective Association to Have Better Accommoda- 
tion at Camden Junction, S. C. 

Referred to officials of Atlantic Coast Line and South Carolina Rail- 
way, which cross each other at this point. Both corporations con- 
tend that the revenue derived at this point is not sufficient to 
warrant the expenditure necessary to carry out views of the peti- 
tioners.

INSPECTION OF RAILROADS. 

Richmond and Danville System. 

Charlotte. Columbia and Auausta Railroad, 

The entire line has been much improved since last Report. All of 
the old iron has been relaid with 60J lb. steel rails, many new ties 
put in, the road well surfaced up, and considerable ballasting has been 
done. The high waters of the year so threatened the new iron bridge 
over the Congaree that the Company decided to raise the bridge and 
trestle six feet, which has been done. 

The depot accommodations along this line have been much improved, 
a handsome new passenger depot having been erected at Chester, 
while those at other points have been repaired. 

Columbia and Greenville Railroad, 

During the year continued improvements have been made along 
this line ; with the exception of from Belton to Greenville, the road 
bed is in good condition in all particulars. New steel is badly needed 
from Beiton to Greenville, which will be put in as soon as it can be 
done, the road having suffered very much during last few years in the 
way of freshets and high waters. 

Laurens, Anderson and Blue Ridge Branches have been improved 
and kept in fair working condition. 

The Abbeville Branch — during the wet season of last winter this 
road became at one time in a very bad and dangerous condition. A 
special inspection was made by the Commission, recommendations 
made, and the road put in a safe condition as soon as the weather 
Avould permit. These improvements have continued until the road is 
in a good working order. 

Spartanburg, Union and Columbia Railroad. 

This road has been much improved in many particulars during the 
past year. They have been replacing the old iron with new steel 
rail, and by the time this Report is published, it is hoped the entire 
line from Alston to Spartanburg will be relaid with steel. 
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Chester and Lenoir (Narroio Gauge). 

Considerable work has been done on this road during year, in the 
way of replacing worn iron by second-hand iron of a better quality, 
many new ties put in, until the road is in a good and safe condition. 

Cheraw and Chester {Narrow Gauge). 

The same may be said for this road as the Chester and Lenoir. The 
road has been kept in good condition for the work it has to do. The 
depot accommodations for both these roads seem to meet the require- 
ments of the public. 

Considerable credit is due Engineer Barnard for the general im- 
provements that have been made upon these lines since they have 
been under his administration. 

Atlanta arid Charlotte Air Line Division. 

Several new iron viaducts have been built on this line during the 
past year, and other improvements being made put this road among 
the foremost in the State for excellence of condition. Stations gene- 
rally are in good condition and ample for the business, several new 
ones having been built during the past year. Just complaint, how- 
ever, is made against the accommodations for passengers at Greenville 
and Spartanburg, the latter point being perhaps the largest station 
on their line, so far as passengers are concerned. It is hoped that the 
Legislature will assist the Commission in securing better facilities for 
these cities, fuller particulars as to mode of so doing being found 
elsewhere in this Keport. 

Asheville and Spartanburg Railroad. 

The continued increase of traflfic on this road is rapidly wearing 
the rails on same. They should be replaced with heavier steel at an 
early date. The trestles are all in fine order and the stations ample 
for the wants of the public. 

The steady enlargement of the business of this road shows more 
than anything else could do the necessity that existed for opening 
this line for through traffic. 

Atlantic Coast Line. 

Most of the roads in this system are in very fine order. A short 
notice of each is appended. 

Wilmington^ Columbia and Augusta Railroad. 
In very excellent order throughout. A fine new iron bridge 
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(with draw as required by recent Act of the Legislature) has been 
built over the Wateree Eiver. Pee Dee Bridge, which was burned in 
1888, has been entirely rebuilt of iron of approved pattern. 
Stations along this line have been considerably improved. 

Northeastern Railroad, 

Excellent condition throughout. Considerable filling in of the long 
trestle in Santee Swamp has been done during past year, and it stands 
well, having been subjected to one of the highest floods ever known, 
in September, 1888, and no damage resulting therefrom. Stations 
amply large and in good order. 

Central Railroad of South Carolina, 

This road is in every respect in fine order. The fillings at Ox and 
Black Swamps have during past 3''ear settled into a solid road bed. 
Depot accommodations along entire line ample for traffic. 

Florence Railroad, 

Since last Report, this road has been extended into North Carolina, 
24J miles being the length in South Carolina. The same mode of 
construction noted in Report for 1888 has been continued, and this is 
a first-class road in every respect. 

Manchester and Augusta Railroad. 

A new road, running from Sumter towards Santee River, upwards 
of 19 miles having been opened up for traffic. It is thoroughly con- 
structed in every respect, and, running through a good section, should 
develop a fine business. 

Cheraw and Salisbury Railroad, 

The portion of this road lying in South Carolina is only in fair 
condition. Some new cross ties have been put in and trestles have 
had repairs put on, but not to an extent to make this road conform to 
the standard of other divisions of this system. 

Cheraw and Darlington Railroad, 

This road has been much improved during the past j^ear. Several 
of the trestles have been entirely rebuilt and are in fine order. There 
are now upwards of 16 miles of 56 lb. steel rails on this road. 

A new and convenient depot has been erected at Dove's Depot. 
All other stations amply provided for in accommodations except at 
Darlington, which needs enlarging for freight accommodations. 
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Charleston, Cincinnati and Chicago Kailroad. 

The bed of this road shows, as was expected, a marked improvement 
over last year, the work having had opportunity to settle, and thus 
become more solid. The general condition is very good, and in the 
course of another year the whole of the line now in South Carolina 
should be in first-class condition. The trestles are, for the most part, 
in good order, but would be improved by more bracing. 

Passenger and freight accommodations are all that the traffic needs, 
except at Sharon, special report of which is published elsewhere. 

South Carolina Eailway. 

It is a matter of regret that so little new rail has been placed on 
this road during the past year, ending June 30, 1889, as morels really 
needed at some points. The road generally is in about as fair order 
as can be expected under the circumstances. Their finances are in 
bad shape, and doubtless those in charge have found it difficult to 
keep this property even in a reasonably good condition. 

The main line from Charleston to Branchville, while in better order 
than the rest of the road, shows evidence of being subjected to a 
heavier traffic than the weight of rail now on it was intended for. 
Augusta division, from Branchville to Edisto, is in bad order, rails 
badly laminated ; from about 67 to 73 mile post the old 50 lb. rail is 
entirely too light, and ought to be replaced with heavier steel. 

Columbia Division is in fairl}^ good order, except between Kingville 
and Gadsden, and between Hampton's and Columbia (about 7 miles in 
both). 

Camden Branch — with the exception of the Wateree trestle and 
from near 29 mile post to Camden (about 9 miles, laid in 56 lb. steel), 
this branch is in very bad order. 

The attention of the authorities has been called to the condition of 
the rail, but they state that in the present state of their finances it 
is impossible to make any improvements. 

It is believed that the authorities of this corporation realize its bad 
condition, and, in the main, the schedules are arranged at a rate of 
speed which, as far as practicable, reduces the danger of travel to a 
point which need not cause apprehension on the part of the travelling 
public. 

The passenger and freight accommodations are sufficient at most 
points, but at others (and we would here note Montmorenci in par- 
ticular) the needs of the j)ublic are not sufficiently cared for. 
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Green Pond, Walterboro and Branchville Eailroad. 

Is kept in good shape. It has recently changed hands, and it is 
understood will be extended at an early date. 

Eutawville Eailroad. 

During the past year some much-needed improvements have been 
made on this road, and the betterments are being continued. 

It is expected that by 1st January, 1890, the road will be opened 
through to Sumter. 

Charleston and Savannah Kailway. 

This road is in very excellent condition. During the past year the 
work of laying 60 lb. steel rail has progressed, and now only nine (9) 
miles of the 50 lb. rail with which this road was laid remains. 

All the trestles with exception of Savannah Eiver have been built 
with heavy floor system, and it is contemplated during the coming 
year to fill up as much of the Savannah Eiver trestle as is practicable. 

The Sea Island Branch has been relaid with 50 lb. steel rail, and is 
in good order. Depot accommodations are ample, and stations gene- 
rally are clean and remarkably well kept. 

Ashley Eiver Eailroad. 

Operated by Charleston and Savannah Eailway ; in excellent order. 

Port Eoyal and Augusta Eailway. 

During the past year a considerable amount of work has been done 
on this road, and it is now in better condition than for many years 
past. 

A number of the trestles have been newly piled and a great deal of 
heavy steel rail laid. 

Depot accommodations are generally sufficient for the needs of the 
public. 

Port Eoyal and Western Carolina Eailway. 

Main Line from Savannah Eiver to Spartanburg. That portion 
from Savannah Eiver to Greenwood needs new rail in many places. 
The iron with which this road was built is getting badly worn and 
laminated; from Greenwood to Spartanburg is in better order. A 
good many of the trestles on this line need repairs to put them in 
first-class order, although it is due to this corporation to state that 
considerable repairs have been made during past year. 
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The Anderson Branch suffered at Little Kiver from high water, a 
large portiou of the trestling having been washed away. It has been 
temporarily replaced, and will be rebuilt at an early day. 

The Greenville Branch is in excellent order throughout. 

All stations and depot accommodations of this system are in good 
order, and ample for the needs of the traffic over it. 

Georgia, Carolina and Northern Railway. 

As indicated in last year's Report, this road was finished to Chester 
in November, 1888. The mode of construction alluded to in 1888 has 
been continued, and the road as far as operated is a very superior 
one. Work has recently been renewed upon this line, and it is ex- 
pected that before next year's Report it will have been extended a 
good many miles across the State. 

Stations are ample for accommodation of freight and passengers. 

The Georgetown and Western Railroad. 

Was examined by the Commission May 25th and 27th, 1889, going 
to and returning from Georgetown on the regular train. 

The alignment is good. There are some rough places consequent 
on the protracted wet season last winter. But the road is being im- 
proved by ditching, widening the road-bed, replacing defective cross 
ties with new ones, and surfacing the track. 

The deepening of the Georgetown bar will lead to increased im- 
provements and contribute largely to the development of the country 
between Georgetown and Lane's. Two additional engines have been 
added to the motive power of the road since the last inspection. The 
station houses seem to be adequate to the wants of traffic, freight and 
passenger. 

Wilson and Summerton Railroad. 

A new road, running from Wilson, a point on the Central Railroad 
of South Carolina, to Summerton, 15 miles. It is constructed of 
second-hand iron, fish bar, and chair rails, and is sufficiently well 
built to meet the demands of present traffic. It opens up a section 
which should be a valuable feeder to the Atlantic Coast Line system. 

Wilmington, Chadbourn and Conway Railroad. 

Since last Report, one mile of 56 lb. steel rail has been laid on the 
Conway end of this road. It is all in good order, and amply sufficient 
for its present traffic. 
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BiSHOPVILLE KaILROAD. 

There is no change to report in condition of this road. It is kept 
in good working order for amount of business done. 

Cape Fear and Yadkin Valley Eailroad. 

This road is kept up in good condition, and accommodations are 
sufficient for the needs of the public. 

Palmetto Eailroad. 
This road continues to improve, and is now in fine order. 

Blackville, Alston and Newberry Eailroad. 

This road is kept up in excellent order; stations are ample for the 

volume of business, and road bed having had time to settle, is getting 

in fine condition. 

Barnwell Eailway. 

This road has been much improved sinf^e last Eeport. Three and 
a half miles of 56 lb. steel rail has been laid, and the old rail on the 
remainder of the road is in good order. 

The trestles have been filled as far as practicable. Depots sufficient 
for accommodation of the traffic. 

Carolina, Cumberland Gap and Chicago Eailway. 

On the 12th of June, 1889, the Commission made a careful exami- 
nation of the Carolina, Cumberland Gap and Chicago Eailway, and 
were gratified to find it had verj^ much improved, and as a whole is 
now in very fair condition. It is to be regretted that the original 
very fauUy construction of this road will to a great extent render it 
impossible for a long period of time to make the track a first-class 
one, notwithstanding the fact that a large proportion of the material 
is of superior quality. It was observed that the piles both at Croft 
and Bausket trestles were sinking, rendering it necessary to re-pile 
these two structures. This, we understand, will be done at an early 
date. Many of the angle plates are misfits, making it a matter of 
impracticability to insert the necessary number of bolts. This should 
be remedied. In some places the ties are too far apart. Additional 
ties should be put in at an early date to preserve the rails. Consider- 
able ditching is necessary in the cuts, and some cuts need widening. 
At several points the embankments need filling to grade and widen- 
ing. Pacers Branch trestle is in better condition, but the ties are too 
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far apart, and heavy diagonal longitudinal bracing should be put in 
at once. At all of the trestles the abutments of the stringers are not 
sufficiently heavy. Edgefield trestle needs bracing and additional 
stringers at the points where the bents are skewed for the County 
road passing under same. Some surfacing and considerable ballasting 
still remain to be done, particularly between Trenton and Edgefield. 

These suggestions are made with the view of getting this road in 
good condition for the fall traffic. 

The Commission take pleasure in reporting a continuance of 

courtesy and consideration in their intercourse with all the railroad 

officials of the State.

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NOTICE TO AGENTS AND BILLING CLERKS. 

In all cases where limitation of value is expressed in the Classifi- 
cation, it must be written out or stamped in full upon bills of lading, 
and shipper must be required to accept in writing the limitations 
expressed. Agents must respect this rule and require acceptance by 
tbie shipper. 

Particular attention should be given to the proper classification 
and weight of all shipments. Delivering agents must assess at 
correct class and weight all shipments improperly classed or under- 
billed in weight. 

In connection with items of doubtful expression, shipping or receiv- 
ing clerks should consult, if possible, with some superior officer. If 
that is impracticable, shipments should be assessed at the highest 
dass, as claims for overcharge, if any, can be promptly made and 
I'ollected. 

The shipment of beef and other fresh meats and poultry, released, 
is allowed at rate of Class B in mixed carloads or in straight carloads, 
of each, or in carloads partly of fresh moats, and the remainder of 
bacon, or other articles in Class B. The minimum weight of carloads 
to bo charged for is 24,000 pounds. Should the weight exceed 24,000 
3)ounds, the excess must be charged for at the same rate per hundred 
pounds. 

Broom corn and broom handles may be shipped in mixed or 
straight carloads of 20,000 pounds at Sixth Class rates. 

It is ruled that on shipments of mixed freight in one package, the 
package shall be charged for at the rate for the highest-classed article 
contained therein. 

In issuing bills of lading for shipments of meat, said bills of lading 
must specify that cost of icing, or re-icing, said shipments is not 
included in the rates charged.

SHIPPING EULES; 

EuLE A. — All goods will be charged local rates, unless shipped on 
through bills of lading. 

EuLE B. — No single shipment, however small, will be taken for less 
than the class rate for one hundred pounds, nor for less than 25 cents, 
should the class rate for one hundred pounds be lower. 

EuLE C. — Ton weight is 2,000 pounds. 

EuLE D. — The right to change any of the rates, classes or condi- 
tions, is reserved. 

EuLE E. — The letter " S," opposite an article, indicates that it is 
special. In all cases where a rate is not given in the tariff on special 
articles, such articles are subject to special contract, to be made by 
agreement between the lines in interest. 

EuLE F. — Lumber, coal, lime, brick, stone, and all articles for which 
estimated weights are given in the Classification (except live stock, 
ale, and beer, and empty ale and beer packages, L. C L.), will be 
taken at actual weight when the weight can be ascertained ; but when 
the weight cannot be ascertained, will be billed at estimated weights. 
It is the duty, however, of receiving and delivering agents to weigh 
all such shipments, if possible, and assess at actual weight. 

Rule G. — When any article is too bulky to put in a box car, it is 
subject to special contract. On articles so long as to require two cars 
for loading, not loss than the minimum weight of two carloads be 
charged.

NOTES KEFERRED TO IN CLASSIFICATION. 

The attention of Agents is particularly called to Notes 7, 9, and 10. 

Note 1. Vehicles designed for transportation at carrier's risk must 
l)e prop(frly protected by sufficient covering or packing, from all 
liabilities to injury from fire, weather, chafing or other causes. 
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Note 2. Special arrangements, not in violation of agreed rates, 
mast be made before shipping heavy machinery and castings, engines, 
boilers, agricultural implements, and other articles of a bulky nature, 
and ail other articles weighing over 2,000 pounds, for which the fol- 
lowing prices ma}" be charged for handling, in addition to regular 
tariff rates : 

Under 2,000 pounds, no charge for extra handling. 

2,000 pounds, and under 3,000 pounds $3.00 for extra handling. 

3,000 '' '• '' 4,000 pounds 5.00 for extra handling. 

4,000 " " " 5,000 pounds 7.00 for extra handling. 

5,000 " " " 6,000 pounds 8.00 for extra handling. 

6,000 " *' " 7,000 pounds 10.00 for extra handling. 

7,000 " " over, special contract must be made. 

Note 3. All packages offered for shipment must be plainly marked 
with ink. 

Note 4. It is understood that where consignees or their agents 
sign receipts for freights, " in good order and condition," that this 
clear receipt releases the line from all claims for concealed loss or 
damage. It is the duty of consignees or their agents, in receiving 
freights, before signing the freight receipts, to examine the packages, 
and where they are not in good order and condition, to so write on 
the freight receipt before signing. Their failure to do so releases the 
line from claims for concealed loss. 

Note 5. Shipments by sea lines of camphene, chimogene, burning 

FLUID, kerosene, NAPHTHA, ACIDS, SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE, PETROLEUM, 

GUNPOWDER and all other explosives, and lime, will only be taken at 
owner's risk by sail (or at steamer's option,) and thence by rail 
through. 

Note 6. Special arrangements, not in violation of agreed rates, 
must be made for shipments of hay or straw, and empty barrels, by 
steamships, as steamers receive at their option. 

Note 7. Shipper's Release. — Shippers desiring to have the benefit 
of released rates, shall endorse on bills of lading, or original shipping 
receipts upon which the property is to be forwarded, the words, over 
their own or their agent's signature, " Shipped at Owner's Risk," or 
shall file an Annual or General Release, and this endorsement, or said 
Annual or General Release, shall be made onl}^ by the shippers or 
their agents, and shall constitute a perfect release to the transporta- 
tion companies. 

Note 8. Carload Rates. — In all cases in which the Classification 
provides a rate per hundred pounds per ton or per barrel, giving to 
carload shipments lower rates than apply to less than carload ship- 
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ments, the standard minimum weight for a carload shall be 24,000 
pounds, unless otherwise specified. Where the actual weight loaded 
in the same car is in excess of the minimum weight, such excess shall 
\ye charged for in proportion, provided, that in no case it is required 
-tliat the amount collected on less than a carload shall exceed the price 
-per carload ; and also provided, that any part of a shipment, receipted 
Tor on one bill of lading, which is in excess of the capacity of a car as 
laereinbefore provided, and remaining over after said car is fully 
loaded, shall be charged at actual weight, and at the carload rate, 
vinless otherwise specified in the Classification ; and the way bills 
made for such shipment must have noted thereon a reference, identi- 
fying the loading of the remainder as a part of such shipment. 

" Carload Bates " apply on one shipment to one consignee and one 
destination of one article of freight where provided for by the Classifi- 
cation. Agents should have notice of the shipment, and entry be 
made on the bills of lading— '' Carload Eates," which should be signed 
by the agent. 

Note 9. 

Extracts from the Revised Statutes of the United States Governing 

Steamboat Service, 

Section 4278. It shall not be lawful to transport, carry or convey, 
ship, deliver on board, or cause to be delivered on board, the substance 
or article known or designated as nitro-glycerine, or glynoin oil, 
nitroleum or blasting oil, or nitrated oil, or powder mixed with any 
such oil, or fibre saturated with any such article or substance, upon 
or in any vessel or vehicle used or employed in transporting passen- 
gers by land or water, between a j>lace in any foreign countr}'-, and a 
place within the limits of any State, Territory or District of the 
United States, or between a place in one State, Territory or District 
of the United States, and a place in any other State, Territory or 
District thereof. 

Sec. 4279. It shall not be lawful to ship, send or forward any 
quantity of the substances or articles named in the preceding section, 
or to transport, convey or carry the same by vessel or vehicle of any 
description upon land or water, between a place in a foreign country 
and a place within the United States, or between a place in one State, 
Territory or District of the United States, and a place in any other 
State, Territory or District thereof, unless the same shall be securely 
enclosed, deposited or packed in a metallic vessel surrounded by 
piaster of Paris, or other material that will be non-explosive when 
•iturated with such oil or substance, and separate from all other sub- 



stances, and the outside of tbe package containing the same to be 
marked, printed or labelled in a conspicuous manner with the words 
*• Nitro-gljccrine ; dangerous.'' 

Sec. 4472. No loose hay, loose cotton, or loose hemp, camphene, 
nitro-glycerine, naphtha, benzine, benzole, coal oil, crude or refined 
petroleum, or other like explosive burning fluids, or like dangerous 
articles, shall be carried as freight or used as stores on any steamer 
carrying passengers ; nor shall baled cotton or hemp be carried on 
such steamers unless the bales are compactly pressed, and thoroughly 
covered with bagging of similar fabric, and secured with good rope 
or iron bands ; nor shall gunpowder be carried on any such vessel, 
except under special license ; nor shall oil of vitriol, nitric or other 
chemical acids be carried on such steamers, except on the decks or 
guards thereof, or in such other safe part of the vessel as shall be pre- 
scribed by the inspectors. Kefined petroleum, which will not ignite 
at a temperature less than one hundred and ten degrees of Fahrenheit 
thermometer, may be carried on board such steamers upon routes 
where there is no other practicable mode of transporting it, and 
under such regulations as shall be prescribed by the Board of Super- 
vising Inspectors, with the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury ; 
and oil or spirits of turpentine may be carried on such steamers when 
put up in good metallic vessels, or casks or barrels well and securely 
bound with iron, and stowed in a secure part of the vessel ; and fric- 
tion matches may be carried on such steamers when securely packed 
in strong, tight chests or boxes, the covei's of which shall be well 
secured by locks, screws, or other reliable fastenings, and stowed in a 
safe part of the vessel, at a secure distance from any fire or heat. All 
such other provisions shall be made on every steamer carrying pas- 
sengers or freight, to guard against and extinguish fire, as shall be 
prescribed by the Board of Supervising Inspectors, and approved by 
the Secretary of the Treasury. 

Sec. 4473. Every bale of cotton or hemp that shall be shipped or 
carried on any passenger steamer, without conforming to the pro- 
visions of the preceding section, shall be subject to a penalty of five 
dollars, and shall be liable to seizure and sale to secure the payment 
of such penalty. 

Sec. 4475. All gunpowder, nitro-glycerine, camphene, naphtha, 
benzine, benzole, coal oil, crude or refined petroleum, oil of vitriol, 
nitric or other chemical acids, oil or spirits of turpentine, friction 
matches, and all other articles of like character, when packed or put 
up for shipment, shall be securely packed and put separately from 
each other, and from all other articles ; and the package, box, cask or 
other vessel containing the same shall be distinctly marked on the 
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oatside with the name or description of the article contained therein. 
Sec. 4476. Every person who packs or puts up, or causes to be 
packed or put up for shipment, any gunpowder, nitro-glycerine, cam- 
phene, naphtha, benzine, benzole, coal oil, crude or refined petroleum, 
oil of vitriol, nitric or other chemical acids, oil or spirits of turpen- 
tine, friction' matches, or other articles of like character, otherwise 
than as directed by the preceding section, or who knowingly ships or 
attempts to ship the same, or deliver the same to any such vessel as 
stores, unless duly packed and marked, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and punished by fine not exceeding two thousand 
dollars, or imprisonment not exceding eighteen months, or both, one- 
half of the fine to go to the informer, and the articles to be liable to 
seizure and forfeiture. 

Sec. 5353. Every person who knowingly transports, or delivers or 
causes to be delivered, nitro-glycerine, nitroleum or blasting oil, or 
nitrated oil, or powder mixed with any such oil, or fibre saturated 
with any such substance or article, on board any vessel or vehicle 
whatever, employed in conveying passengers by land or water 
between any place in a foreign country, and any place within the 
United States, or between a place in one State, Territory or District 
of the United States, and a place in any other State, Territory or 
District thereof, shall be punished by a fine of not less than one 
thousand dollars, nor more than ten thousand ; one-half to the use of 
the informer. 

Sec. 5354. When the death of any person is caused by the explosion 

of any quantity of such articles, or either of them, while the same is 

being placed upon any vessel or vehicle, to be transported in violation 

of the preceding section, or while the same is being so transported, or 

while the same is being removed from such veSvSel or vehicle, every 

person who knowingly placed or aided, or permitted the placing of 

such articles upon such vessel or vehicle, to be transported, is guilty 

of manslaughter, and shall suffer imprisonment for a period not less 

than two years. 

Sec. 5355. Every person who knowingly ships, sends or forwards 
^T\y quantity of the articles mentioned in section fifty-three hundred 
^nd fifty-three, or who transports the same by any mode of convej- 
^"nce upon land or water, between any of the places specified in that 
section, unless such articles be securely enclosed, deposited or packed 
in a metallic vessel surrounded by plaster of -Paris, or other non- 
explosive material when saturated with such oil, and separated from 
«ill other substances, and the outside of the package to be marked, 
printed or labelled in a conspicuous manner with the words " Nitro- 
glycerine; dangerous," shall be punished by a fine of not less than one 
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thousand nor more than five thousand dollars ; one-half to the use of 

the informer.

Any person, and any officer or agent of any corporation or com- 
pany, who shall deliver property for transportation to any common 
carrier, subject to the provisions of this Act, or for whom as consignor 
or consignee any such carrier shall transport property, who shall 
knowingly and wilfully, by false billing, false classification, false 
weighing, false representation of the contents of the package, or false 
report of weight, or by any other device or means, whether with or 
without the consent or connivance of the carrier, its agent or agents, 
obtain transportation for such property at less than the regular rates 
then established and in force on the line of transportation, shall be 
deemed guilty of fraud, which is hereby declared to be a misde- 
meanor, and shall upon conviction thereof in any Court of the United 
States of competent jurisdiction within the district in which such 
offence was committed, be subject for each^offence to a fine of not ex- 
ceeding five thousand dollars or imprisonment in the Penitentiary for 
a term of not exceeding two years, or both, in the discretion of the 
Court. 

If any such person, or any officer or agent of such corporation or 
company, shall by payment of money, or other thing of value, solici- 
tation or otherwise, induce any common carrier subject to the pro- 
visions of this Act, or any of its officers or agents, to discriminate 
unjustly in his, its, or their favor as against any other consignor or 
consignee in the transportation of property, or shall aid or abet any 
common carrier in any such unjust discrimination, such person or 
such officer or agent of such corporation or company shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall, upon conviction thereof in any 
Court of the United States of competent jurisdiction within the dis- 
trict in which such offence was committed, be subject to a fine of not 
exceeding five thousand dollars, or imprisonment in the Penitentiary'- 
for a term of not exceeding two years, or both, in the discretion of 
the Court, for each offence ; and such person, corporation or company 
shall also, together with said common carrier, be liable, jointly or 
severally* in an action on the case to be brought by any consignor or 
consignee discriminated against in any Court of the United States of 
competent jurisdiction for all damages caused by or resulting there- 
from.

AN ACT TO Prohibit the Obstruction op Navigation by 
Bridges Over and Across Rivers in This State. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the State of South Carolina, now met and sitting in General 
Assembly, and by the authority of the same : 

Section 1. That no person or persons, or corporations, in 
this State shall keep or cause to be kept, put or cause to be 
placed, any bridge over and across any of the navigable rivers 
within this State so as thereby to injure or obstruct the free 
navigation of said rivers, and everj- such person or persons, or 
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corporation, 80 offending shall forfeit for each and every such 
offence the sum of two hundred dollars for each day that such 
bridge may be so kept or remain as an obstruction to said free 
naviffation, for the use of the State. 

Sec. 2. That any railroad company or other corporation in 
this State which may now have any bridge over and across any 
navigable river in this State too low for the purposes of free and 
unobstructed navigation be, and they are hereby, required to 
remove the same, or to so construct and manage draw spans in 
said bridges as will secure safe and unobstructed navigation of 
said stream ; which said span shall be not less than sixty (60) 
feet in width in the clear, and shall be properly located with 
reference to the deep water, and the convenience of navigation, 
and shall be provided, on both sides of the span, with strong 
and suitable fenders extending to not less than one hundred and 
fifty (150) feet above, and not less than eight}^ (80) feet below 
the bridge, and rising above ordinary high water mark to within 
not less than one foot of the lower chords of said span ; and 
upon failure to do so, said railroad company or other corpora- 
tion shall forfeit for each and every day that said bridges may 
remain too low for free and unobstructed navigation the sum of 
• two hundred dollars for the use of the JState : Provided^ That

AN ACT TO Prevent Monopolies in the Transportation 
OF Freights, and to Secure Free Competition in the 
Same^ and for Other Purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Kepresentatives of 
the State of South Carolina, now met and sitting in General 
Assembly, and by the authority of the same : 

Section 1. That from and after the first day of April next, 
all railroad companies in this State shall, at the terminus, or any 
intermediate station, be required to switch off, and deliver to the 
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connecting road having the same gauge, tin the yard of the 
latter, all cars passing over their lines, or any portion of the 
same, containing goods or freights consigned, without rebate, or 
deception, by any route, at the option of the shipper, accord- 
ing to customary or published rates, to any point over and 
beyond such connecting road, and any failure to do so, with 
reasonable diligence, shall render the railroad company so fail- 
ing liable to the owner or consignee for all damages that may 
result therefrom, with interest and all costs and disbursements : 
Provided, That should the defendant, in any suit brought 
^ under this Act, set up as a defence that the plaintiff has accepted 
a rebate, or practised fraud or deception touching the rate, it 
shall be a complete reply to such defence if the plaintiff can 
prove that defendant, or its agents, have allowed a rebate, or 
rebates, or practised like fraud or deception from the same 
competing points against the rival line. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That when any railroad com- 
pany owning, leasing, or operating a railroad in or through any 
part of this State shall have its terminus or any jmrt of its track 
at or near the terminus of any other railroads in this State hav- 
ing the same gauge, or shall cross the same, said railroad com- 
pany shall have the right, and is hereby authorized, to join its 
track by safe and proper switches with said other railroads, and 
for this purpose shall have the right to enter upon the right of 
way of said other railroad : Provided, That if the railroad with 
which such connection is proposed shall refuse to join in ex- 
penses for the same, the railroad proposing the connection shall 
pay them.
